CORONER CONTROLS. 


The general sentiment prevails that 


the Coroner assumes control of. 
the 


Sheriffs office upon the occurrence of 
a vacancy, but there is nothing in the 
law that makes any such' provision. 
The law does provide .that in the case 
of the impeachment or disqualification 
of ihe Sheriff and m certain other cases 
he acts, but the cases are set forth and 
specified and the statutes are silent as 
to any authorization for any one to 
act during a vacancy. 


DEPUTIES OUT. 


It was held that all the 
appoint- 


ments of the Sheriff are legally dead 
with the death of the appointing pow- 
er and that no one has a 
right 
to 


serve papers or do any official act.

Meantime the officials of the road are 
today engaged in the formulation of 
plans thatT vv ill enable them to handle 
the traffic now on its way here fiom 
the West, and avoid any material di- 
version o£ freight from this city.

The corporation of the city of 
Oakland uses water to sprinkle streets, 
to flush sewers, to supply fire hydrants, 
to supply the schoolhous es, and all 
other public buildings, and this water 
is paid for by general tztxatlon, and 
the man with the well pj ys his "pro 
rata" just the same as the man with 
no well.

Not long ago Speaker Cannon delivered himself of a characteristic 


protest—he would call it "a kick"—against the obstruction practiced 
in the Senate. His criticism of the Senate was impertinent in view of 
the obstruction practiced by himself. Mr. Cannon is today the most 
formidable obstacle to legislation in Congress. He objects to the. Sen- 
ate talking measures to death, but his plan is even worse. He grinds 
•them under his heel without even permitting them to be discussed. In 
, the Senate discussion is not stifled even if discussion is carried to an 
' inordinate length at times, and even though obstruction is practiced 
- tinder the guise of debate. Only a few Senators abuse the freedom of 


debate, while the absolute and universal repression by the Speaker for- 
bids not only discussion but the right to even present measures for 
consideration. On this point the Philadelphia Public Ledger says: 


"The action of the House of Representatives, in adopting a 'rule' 


to pass a bill regulating railroad rates tomorrow afternoon, once more 
calls serious attention to the abdication of its functions by the popular 
branch of Congress. The bill to be passed had not been presented to 
the House when this determination was reached, and the-rule provides 
that, when presented, it shall not be subject to amendment 
The min- 


ority party will be allowed to offer another bill as a substitute, and a 
vote may be had on this, but the measure which is to be passed is to be 
taken as it comes from the committee. The allowance of portions of 
two days for 'debate' is for political effect only, since it is not expected 
to influence the judgment of the House." 


The fact is, in depriving the minority of the power to oppose the 


House has lodged in the Speaker's hands the power to deprive the ma- 
jority of the right to propose. The majority has been silenced quite 
as effectually as the minority. Through the Committee on Rules :he 
Speaker dictates the character and scope of the legislation that shall 
be brought before the House and this is followed up by restricting de- 
bate till the rapid fire talk permitted ceases to have any claim to delib- 
erate discussion. The Speaker names the committees, the committees 
frame the bills and the Speaker decides whether they shall be consider- 
ed or not, and practically whether they shall pass or not. 


It is an extraordinary situation, particularly as the House,was 


Constituted to be the National Legislature and was vested with the 
sole prerogative of originating revenue laws. 


Mr. Reed's dictum that it is the business of the majority to legis- 


late has been modified by practice till it has taken this form: The 
House can only legislate by permission of the Speaker. The Speaker 
has become the whole thing. He is the majority and minority rolled 
together. The members of the House are to be likened to a gang of 
field hands driven by an overseer, who directs their energies. 


From time to time the country has grown weary of the dilatory 


methods of the Senate and on occasion has been on the verge of 
revolting against the abuse of freedom of debate, but public opinion 
will hardly exert itself to force the Senate to amend its ways so long 
as the House keeps in suspense its functions and powers and delegates 
its authority to a petty despot, who abuses it without stint. The ma- 
jority has been bound with the chain forged to manacle the minority. 
It is a condition that cannot endure.

The Lesson of the Fire Record. 


Wifliin the last two weeks destructive fires have occurred in sev- 


eral large cities, entailing the loss of many millions of dollars. Bir- 
mingham, Alabama; Knoxvllle, Tennessee; Pittsburg, Pa.; New York, 
Chicago, Hot Springs and New Orleans have all been visited by con- 
flagrations of a destructive character. The money loss caused by the 
homing of the docks, wharves, warehouses and elevators of the Illinois 
Central Railroad at New Orleans is estimated at $5,000,000, but the 
indirect loss to the city will be many times that sum, for a vast amount 
o£ commerce which has been passing through the Crescent City will 
be diverted elsewhere till the burned structures can be rebuilt. The 
effect on the foreign and domestic trade of the city will be disastrous. 


These destructive fires are the direct result of building with com- 


bustible materials. American cities have the most perfect appliances 
for extinguishing fires ever invented and the best organized and equip- 
ped fire departments in the world, but vheir fire losses each year are 
tremendous. We are deforesting our country to breed calamity in 
our cities. We pay high insurance rates and heavy taxes to maintain 
expensive fire departments as a penalty for building cheaply of wood 
and still calamity visits us with appalling frequency. 


Until the American people learn wisdom from bitter experience 


they will continue this foolish policy of building for the present and 
discounting danger. By neglecting the safeguards which can easily 
be provided by fire ordinances, they invite disaster, which is seldom 
absent from their doors. The moral is obvious. As far as possible 
building, particularly for commercial and manufacturing purposes, 
should be restricted to brick, stone, terra cotta and steel. Slate and 
tiles should be more generally used as roofing material-

THERE'S A REASON 


SACRAMENTO, February 27.—On Sat- 


urday last the Senate passed the Short- 
ridge bill, giving increased powers to 
•what was formerly the State Board of 
Building and Loan Commissioners. This 
board was 
created for 
the purpose of j 


controlling 
building and 
loan 
associ- 


ations. It came to the conclusion some 
time ago that it did not have the power 
to do very much good, and, accordingly. 
nad Senato> Shortrldge, who is a mem- 
ber of the organization, introduce the bill 
with which it is proposed to prptect aomc 
investors by 
compelling building 
and 
loan associations to comply with the law. 
Under this measure the commissioners 
will be empowered to compel associations 
of the kind mentioned to make a satis- 
factory showing of tneir condition or else 
jo out of business. 
| 
The board is also endowed with author- 


ity to compel the Attorney General to 
prosecute associations of 
the 
!cmd 
In 


question which violate the law. Hereto- 
fore it was optional with that official to 
prosecute or not when the matter of an 
offending association was brought lo his 
attention. 


NOW 
A 
BUREAU. 


The board in question is to be known 
i the Bureau of 
Building and 
.Loan 
Supervision. It will have power to super- 
vise, examine and license all building and 
loan associations, 
mutual loan 
associ- 
ations, co-operative home associations, 
ind all other corporations, associations 
and societies, 
whenever, wherever 
and 
nowever formed, which, in the judgment 
of the administration of said bureau 
are 
aased, or are operating on plans or meth- 
ods similar to building and loan associ- 
ations as defined m section 64S of the 
Civil Code. It is also charged with the 
enforcement of ail laws designed for the 
formation, government o,r operation, in 
this State, of any such association, cor- 
poration or society. 


DETAILS OF" ORGANIZATION. 


The administration is vested in two 
commissioners, who are to be designated 
as Building and Loan Commissioners, who 
are to be appointed by the Governor and 
to hold office for four years. 
They are 
empowered to appoint a secretary, with 
powers of examination the same as their 
own, 
who shall be a skilled accountant 
and fully conversant with the building 
and loan business.• The commissioners 
are to receive a salary of $2400 per year 
and the secretary not to exceed $1800 per 
year. They and the secretary shall be al- 
lowed traveling expenses not to exceed 
$b08 per year. The office of the commis- 
sion shall be in San Francisco. 
The 
commissioners shall give bonds in the 
sum of J5000 and the secretary in the sum 
of $2000. 


EXAMINING ASSOCIATIONS. 


It will be the duty of one of the com- 
missioners, or both of them, in person, at 
least onciL in each year, to visit and ex- 
amine into the affairs 
of every such 
association, corporation 
or society 
li- 
censed bv them, incorporated or .doing 
business In this State. On such occasions 
they shall have free access to all the 
books, records, securities and papers of 
every such association, corporation or so- 
ciety, and shall examine and verify the 
books, accounts and securities, and, so 
far as possible and consistent, the values 
of all property owned or held as collateral 
security for moneys loaned, and otherwise 
use reasonable diligence to ascertain the 
financial condition and solvency thereof. 
They and 
their 
secretary 
shall have 


power to administer oaths in the line of 
duty, and to examine under oath the of- 
ficers, employes and agents, or the cus- 
todian or receiver, relative to any or all 
the business thereof. 
APfRAlSED AND ASSESSED VALUES, 


The books of these associations must 
be kept in such form as to accurately 
show the assets and liabilities in detail, 
as also records in ink showing the ap- 
praised value and the assessed values of 
the real estate security held In connec- 
tion with each loan and signed in each 
case by the appraiser or officer making 
such estimated valuation. The commis- 
sioners shall have power to order a. re- 
valuation of the real estate owned, and 
of the other securities of any such associ- 
ation, on which the loan payments may 
be delinquent for six months or more, 
whenever they may deem it necessary, 
and may, for that purpose, appuint local 
appraisers at the expense of such asso- 
ciation. 
The total expense of such ap- 
praisement shall not exceed $5. 


BRING OFFICERS AND -BOOKS. 


The commissioners have power to com- 
pel officers to answer all questions put to 
them and to produce association books 
for examination. They may order socie- 
ties doing business in an illegal manner 
to discontinue the same and order the 
Attorney General to prosecute the offend- 
ers. 
When a receiver is appointed the 


officers shall make a schedule of all the 
property owned by the asnociation and 
deliver the same to the receivers. 
The commissioners shall, once a year, 
or oftener if deemed expedient, examine 
the accounts of receivers and report the 
result L,? the same to the court 
STOCKHOLDERS MAY CALL HALT. 


On the certificate, under oath of ten or 
more officers, creditors, shareholders or 
depositors, asking for an examination and 
giving their reasons therefor, the commis- 
sioners shall make a full investigation of 
any association in which they ore in- 
terested. 
The salaries and expenses of the com- 


missioners are to be paid by a pro rata 
assessment of the association. 


REPORT 
AS TO 
CONDITION. 


The commissioners shall require every 
association of the kind specified, within 
thirty days after tbe close of its annual 
term, to make report to them, verified by 
the oath of the president, showing accu- 
rately its financial condition at the close 
of such term; such report shall also in- 
clude all tbe receipts and disbursements 
and income and expenses for the term, 
together with such statistical and other 
information as may be deemed essential; 
all and everyone of such reports shall be 
in such form as the commissioners may 
prescribe, and upon blanks to be by them 
f urn ished therefor. 
Every such associ - 
ation, corporation or society is hereby 
required to make and file all such reports 
within the time specified, and for failure 
or neglect so to do shall be subject to a 
penalty of JIG per day for each and every 
day the same shall be delayed or with- 
held.

for the loss it has sustained. 
UP TO THE 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


Senator Carter, who was chairman of 
the committee in question, was asked, 
to-day, by THE TRIBUNE, correspond- 
ent to •whom the recommendation of the 
report was addressed 
with respect to 
proceedings for the reimbursement for the 
"oss experienced, and replied: 
-* 
"The law officers of the State." 
"The Attorney-General?" 
the Senator 
was asked. 
"Yes," was the reply. 
"His name was not mentioned in th*> 
report and the recommendation may nev- 
er be brought to his attention." 


FIGHT ON THE FLOOR. 


"It is his duty to keep informed on 
such matters. This report has attractiMi 
a great deal of attention. 
It ha.s been 
commented upon by papers all over tlu- 
State. It has amsed the anger of some 
of the Regents and «omp of their friends, 
and I would not be surprised if there 
would be a fight, in the Senate over thr> 
adoption of the report. 
It would put 
the Senate in a bad light if it should not 
adopt that report. 


EX-OFFICIO REGENTS. 


"The Lieutenant-Governor was a littl" 


displeased because we did not discrimi- 
nate between active and ex-offlcio mem- 
bers of t'he Board of Regents. 
Perhaps 
we should, have done that. 
We 
hav<= 


since been informed that the Regents did 
not even place ex-offlcio members on any 
of the committees. 
"Governor Pardee did not take excep- 
tion to the report. He had been a Regent 
before he was electod Governor. He told 
me that if he weer a rich man he would 
draw a check In a moment to settle the 
defalcation. 


FOSTER AND THE BOOKS. 


"There was nothing in these books 
which the Regents could not have dis- 
covered, if they had only examined them. 
We allowed Regent Foster to 
examine 


Auditor Herr and it was through this 
examination that we learned of five hun- 
dred dollars that we did not know about 
before. He showed it in one of the books 
in his talk with Herr and thus turned 
the case against himself, showing that If 
the Regents had examined the books, 
they would have found what was wrong 
with them. 
"I think nearly aU tbe Regents save 


one have agreed to pay their pro rata of 
the loss, but 1 don't want to mention any 
names." 


SENATOR ROW ELL A REGENT.

by which the farmers of the State may 
receive University instruction by mall 
are being perfected and will soon be 
In operation, under the direction of 
the department of agriculture at the 
State University. 
Professor 
Clarke 


has the work in charge, in connection 
with the University Extension depart- 
ment. He said today: 


"The first reading course thus pre- 


pared and offered is entitled 'A Read- 
ing Course in Economic Entomology.' 
The literature of the course Is made up 
bj binding in book form, the various 
bulletins and circulars dealing \\ith In- 
sect problems issued from this sta- 
tion. 
The numoer of these publica- 


tions thus brought together is fifteen, 
ancl with them Is bound a circular giv- 
ing- full study directions,. Thjs circular 
was prepared 
by 
Professor 
C. W. 


Woodworth, and is in reality a text- 
book on the study of entomology. This 
circular (No. 10) is available for dis- 
Utbution to those who desire informa- 
tion in regard to the course. 


"We have also obtained from other 


experiment stations 
ancl 
from the 


United States Department of Agricul- 
ture bulletins dealing with the same 
subjects. The publications thus gath- 
ered together number one hundred and 
uhrn bound make three good volumes. 
~\Ve have also purchased a number of 
standard works for use in the course. 
Our method is to furnish the persons 
registering in the course, the book 
made up of the 
bulletins of this sta- 


tion 
which book the student is ex- 


pected to keep until the course is com- 
pleted. v.-Iien it jccomes his property. 
Registration in this course is open to 
those \%ho desire to take the work and 
Hi^re are no fees to pay. 
"The university extension took up 


thp work in .Tune, 1904, and five months 
Liter we had 173 registered students in 
the course. Other courses will be add- 
ed m the near future, and we belie\e 
that this line of work \\ill be of great 
value to the State at large. 
Our in- 


terest in animal industries in general 
horticulture, and in other lines of work 
upon the farm demand an educated un- 
derstanding of the problems presented, 
and the reading course materially as- 
sist.^ in t'Ms understanding."

ED AT ELMHURST DURING 


WEEK. 


ELMHTTRST, Feb. 27.—Work Is be- 


ing rushed on the great 500 horse- 
power motor generator for the Elm- 
hurst electric plant. 
It is expected 


that all the parts of the big machine, 
which weighs thirty-five .tons, will be 
assembled and in working order by 
the middle of next week. 
However, 


it will be some time long-er before the 
generator is actually used. It will be 
necessary to put a. wire from 
the 


Southern Pacific tracks to the power- 
house as the line from the Amaaor 
county source is not yet complete. A 
switch-house must also be erected. 


The Standard Electric Company is 


to have'control of the power and will 
sell it to the O. T. C. The old plant 
will be shut down but is to be held in 
readiness 
for 
emergencies. 
There 


will also be a connection made with 
the De Sabla power house near Chico, 
belongin-g to the Bay Counties Com- 
pany, which will furnish electricity if 
needed. 
The force of falling water will be 
used in each of the primary power 
houses to generate a high tension al- 
ternating current of 50,000 volts. This 
can be carried on' ••Jmparatively small 
wires to the Elmhurst plant, where'a 
specially 
constructed motor making 


450 revolutions per minute will con- 
vert the electricity into mechanical 
energy. A direct current dynamo is to 
be mounted on the same base 
and 


will produce electricity which can be 
used by the cars on the Haywards 
line.

HURT ON THE STREET. 


'Wheelmen call attention also to the 


fact that ten times as many wheelmen 
are hurt in the street by drivers of 
various kinds of vehicles as are pe- 
destrians hurt on the sidewalk by 
wheelmen;, that the. remedy in either 
case is proper penalties strictly en- 
forced and not prohibition; a.nd they 
call attention to the fact that the 
wheel has come into use within tie 
last twenty-five years, and that peo- 
ple who have grown un with it-and 
are accustomed to It and to the use of 
it and understand the perfetjc control 
that the rider has of it, have no 
trouble, fear or apprehension / when 
they meet or are overtaken by.'wliee'l- 
men; and that it is the older people, 
who have not become acquainted with 
the use of the wheel, who are nervous 
and fearful of being run into, and that 
the rights of the wheelmen and of such 
aged and nervous persons could both 
be protected by entirely prohibiting the 
use of the wneel on the southerly and 
easterly side of the streets (this would 
leave one side of all the street entirely 
free of wheels to the ag-ed and nervous 
people); and that by retaining the 
same restrictions as at present as to 
the use of the wheel on the northerly 
and westerly sides of the streets, with 
sufficient penalty to enforce them, the 
rights of all persons would be pro- 
tected. 


PUNISH GUILTY. 


And conclude by saying: Ptmlsh 


the guilty, not the innocent; expect to 
have to make arrests for disobedience 
of this ordinance as you have to make 
arrests for disobedience of all other 
ordinances; impose sufficient penalties 
and punishments to deter the reckless 
rider from his recklessness and disre-
